her mouth, and as her former guide 
did not draw her on any longer, fhe 
had ftopt of courfe; I therefore 
laid hold of the remaining end of 
the pig’s tail, and led the old beaft 
home without any farther trouble 
on my part, and without any re- 
luétance or apprehenfion on the part 
of the helplefs old animal.

OU have heard, I dare fay, of 
the hunter’s and - fport{man’s 
faint and protector, St. Ffubert; and 
of the noble ‘ftag, \which. appearect

paid my homages to that faint every 
year in good fellowfhip, and feen 
this {tag a thoufand times, either 
painted in churches, or embroidered 
in the ftars of his knights; fo that 
upon the honour and confcience of 
a good fportfman, I hardly know 
whether there may not have been 
formerly, or whether there are not 
fuch, eroffed ftags, even at this pre- 
fent day.

and his ftars, without, troubling 
himfelf about thofe arts which are 
their particular purfuits, and. with- 
out. providing the very, beft mmple- 
ments, which infure, fuceefs,. I was 
not blameable either, way; for: I 
have always been as remarkable for 
the excellency of my horfes, dogs, 
guns, and fwords, as. for the. proper 
manner of ufing and managing 
them, {fo that upon the whole I may

hppe to be remembered in the foreft, 
upon the turf, and in the field. J 
fhall not enter here into-any detail 
of my ftables, kennel, or armoury, 
but a favourite dog of mine I cannot 
help mentioning to you. It was a 
greynound, I never had or faw a 
better one. He grew old in my fer- 
vice, and was not remarkable for his. 
fize, but rather for his uncornmon 
fwiftnefs. I always courfed with 
him. Had you feen him, you mutt 
have admired him, and would not 
have wondered at iny predilection, 
and at my courfing him fo much. 
He run fo faft, fo much, and fo long 
in my fervicé, that he a€tually run 
off his legs, fo that in the latter part 
D 2 of 
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of his life, I was under the neceflity 
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of working and ufing him only as a 
tesricr, “In which quality he fill 
ferved me many years. 


Whilft a greyhound, he changed 
his fex! yes, gentlemen, this He be- 
came a She! a bitch! fhe courfed 
one, day a hare, which appeared to 
me.uncommonly big. I pitied my 
poor bitch, fhe was big with pups, 
yet fhe would courfe as faft as ever. 
I could follow her on horfeback 
only at a.great diftance. At once 
I heard a cryas it were of a pack of 
hounds---but fo weak and faint, 
that I hardly knew what to make 
of it. Coming up at laft, I was 
greatly 
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greatly furprifed. The hare had 
littered in running ; the fame had 
happened to my bitch in courfing--- 
and there were juft as many leverets 
as pups. By inftinét the former 
run, the latter courfed, and thus I 
found myfelf in poffeffion at once 
of fix hares, and as many dogs, at 
the end of a courfe, which had only 
began with one. 


I remember this, my wonderful 
bitch, with the fame pleafure and 
tendernefs as a fuperb: Lithuanian 
horfe, which no money could have 
bought. He became mine by an 
accident, which gave me an oppor- 
unity of fhewing my horfemanfhip 
De ; * to 
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to, a great advantage. I was at 
Count Przobofsky’s noble country 
feat in Lithuania, and remained 
with the ladies at tea, in the draw- 
ing-room, while the gentlemen were 
down in the yard, to fee a young 
horfe. ef blood, which was juft ar- 
rived from the ftud. We fuddenly 
heard a noife of diftrefs---] haftened 
down ftairs, and found the horfe fo 
unruly, that nobody durft approach 
or mount hin. The moft refolute 
horfémen ftood diimayed and aghaft: 
defpondency was expreffed in every 
countenance, when, in one leap, I 

as on his back, frightened him by 
furprize, and worked him quite into 
gentlenefs and obedience, with the 


beft 
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beft difplay of horfemanfhip I was 
mafter of. Fully to fhew this to the 
ladies, and fave them unneceflary 
trouble, I forced him to leap in at 
one of the open windows of the tea 
room *, walked round feveral times, 
pace, trot, and gallop; and at laft 
made him mount the tea-tabley, 
there to repeat his leffons, in a pretty 
ftyle of miniature, which was ex- 
ceedingly pleafing to the ladies, for 
he performed them amazingly well, 
and did not break either cup or fau- 
cer. It placed me fo high in the 
opinion of the ladies, and fo well in 
that of the noble lord, that with 
his ufwal politenefs, he begged I

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would accept of this young horfe, 
and ride him full career to conqueft 


and honour, in the campaign againft 
the Turks, which was foon to be 
opened, under the command of 
Count Munich. 


I could not indeed have received 
4 more agreeable prefent, nor a more 
ominous one at the opening of that 
campaign, in which I made my 
apprenticefhip as a foldier. A horfe 
fo gentle, fo fpirited, and fo fierce 
---at once a lamb and a Bucephalus, 
put me always in mind of the fol- 
dier’s and the gentleman’s duty; of 
young Alexander, and of the aftonifh- 
ing things he performed in the field. 
We 
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We took the field, among feve- 
ral other reafons it feems, with an 
intention to retrieve the character 
of the Ruffian arms, which had 
been blemifhed a little by Czar 
Peter’s laft campaign on the Pruth : 
and this we fully accomplifhed by 
feveral very fatiguing and glorious 
campaigns under the command. of 
that great general I mentioned be- 
fore. 


Modefty forbids individuals to ar- 
rogate to themfelves great fucceffes 
or victories, the glory of which 1s 
generally engroffed by the comman- 
der, nay, which is rather awkward, 
by kings and queens, who never 
{melt

fmelt gun-powder, but at the field 
days and reviews of their troops: 
never faw a field of battle, or ‘an 
enemy in battle array. 


Nor do I claim any particular 
fhare of clory in the great engage- 
ments with the enemy. We all did 
our duty, which, in the patriot’s, 
foldier’s, and gentleman’s language, 
is a very comprehenfive word, of 
great honour, meaning and import, 
and of which the generality of idle 
quidnuncs and: coffee-houfe politi- 
cians, ¢an hardly form any but a 
very mean and conternptible idea. 
However, having had the command 
of a body of huzzars, I went upon 
feveral 
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feveral expeditions, with difcreti- 
onary powers; and the fuccefs I 
then met with is, I think, fairly, and 
only to be put to my account, and 
to that of the brave fellows whom 
I led to conqueft and to victory. 
We had very hot work once in the 
van of the army, when we drove 
the Turks into Oczackow. My 
{pirited Lithuanian had  almoft 
brought me into a fcrape. I had 
an advanced fore-peft, and faw the 
enemy coming again{t me in a cloud 
of duit, which left me rather un+ 
certain about their actual numbers 
and real intentions, To wrap my- 
felf up in a fimilar cloud of duft 
was common prudence, but would 
not have much advanced my know- 
ledge, 
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ledge, or anfwered the end fot 
which I had been fent out. There- 
fore I let my flankers on both wings 
fpread to the right and left, and 
make what duft they could, and I 
myfelf led on ftraight upon the ene- 
my, to have a nearer fight of them ; 
in this I was gratified, for they ftood 
and fought, till, -for fear of my 
flankers, they began to move off 
rather diforderly. This was the mo- 
ment to fall upon them with fpirit 
—We broke them entirely, made a 
terrible havock amonegft them—and 
drove them not only back to a wal- 
led town in their rear, but even 
through it, contrary to our moft fane 
guine expectation. 


By 
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By reafon of the fwiftnefs of my 
Lithuanian I had been foremoft in 
the purfuit, and feeing the enemy 
fairly flying through the oppofite 
gate, I thought it would be prudent 
to {top in the ee to order 
the trumpet torendezvous. I itopt, 
gentlemen, but sade of my afto- 
nifhment, when in this market-place 
I faw neither trumpet, nor any living 
body of my ‘hie about me! Are 
they fcouring the other ftreets? or 
what is become of them? they could 
not be far off, and muft, at all 
events, foon join me. In that ex-: 
peétation I walked my panting Li- 
thuanian to a fpring in this market- 
place, and let him drink. He drank 


uncommonly —- with an eagernels 
BK not 
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not ‘to be fatisfied, but natural e- 
nough, for when I looked round for 
my men, what fhould I fee, gen- 
tlemen, the hind part of the poor 
creature, croup and legs were mif- 
fing, as if he had been cut in 
two, and the water run out as it 
came in, without refrefhing or do- 
ine him any good! How it could 
have happened was quite a myftery 
to me, till I returned with him to 
the town-gate. ‘There I faw that 
when I rufhed 1n pell-mell with the 
flying enemy, they had. dropt the 
port-cullis *, unperceived by me, 
which had totally cut off his hind 
* A heavy falling door, with fharp fpikes at 
the bottom, let down fuddenly, to prevent the 
eatrance of an enemy into a fortified town. 


part, 
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part *, that ftill lay quivering on the 
out-fide of the gate. It would have 
been an irreparable lofs, had not 
our farrier contrived to bring both 
parts together while hot. He fewed 
them up with fprigs and young fhoots 
of laurels that were juft at hand— 
the wound healed, and. what could 
not have happened but to fo glorious 
a horfe, the fprigs took root in his 
body,.grew up, and formed a bower 
over me, fo that afterwards I could 
go upon many other expeditions in 
the fhade of my own and my horfe’s 
Jaurels.

effect of eh oft upon bis fervant’s 
Fre ench-born. 
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prifoner of war; and, what is wor ee 
but always ufual among the Turks *, 
to be fold for a flave. In that ftate 
of humiliation, my daily taf{k was 
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not very hard and laborious, bu 
ther fingular and irkfome. It was 
to drive the Sultan’s bees every 
moxning to their pafture-g orounds, to 
attend them all the day long, and 
againft night to drive them back to 
their hives. One evening I miffed 
a bee, and foon obferved that two 
bears had. fallen upon her, to tear 
her to pieces for the honey the car- 
ried +. I had nothing like an offen-

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five Rae in my hands, but the 


filver hatchet, which ts the badge 
of the Sultan’s gardeners and far- 
mers. I threwit at the bic ei with 
an intention to frighten them away, 
and fet the poor “ie t liberty; but, 
by an unlucky turn of my arm, it 
flew upwards, and continued rit. 
ine till it reached the moon. How 
fhould I recover it? How fetch it 
down again? I recolleéted that 
Turkey-beans grew very quick, and 
run-up to an altonifhing height. I 
planted one immediately; it grew, 
and actually faftened itfelf to one’ 
of the moon’s horns. I had no more 
to do now but to climb up by it 
into the moon, where I fafely ar- 
rived, 
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rived. I had a troublefome piece of 
work of it before I could find my 
filver hatchet, in a place where e- 
very thing has the brightnefs of fil- 
ver; at laft, however, I found it in 
a heap of chaff and chopped ftraw. 
I was now for returning, but, alas! 
the heat of the fun had dried up 
my Bean; it was totally ufelefs for 
my defcent; fo-I fell to work, and 
twifted me a rope of that chopped 
{traw, as long and as well as I could 
make it. "This I faftened to one of 
the moon’s horns, and flid down 
to the end of it. Here I held my- 
felf faft with the left hand, and 
with the hatchet in my right, I cut 
the long, now ufelefs, end of the 


upper 
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‘upper part, which then, tied to the 
lower end, brought me a good 
deal lower. This repeated {plicing 
and tying of the rope, did not im- 
prove its quality, nor bring me down 
to the Sultan’s farms. I was four or 
five miles from the earth at leaft*, 
when it broke; } fell to the ground, 
with fuch amazing violence, that 
I found myfelf ftunned, and in a hole 
nine fathoms deep at leaft, made by 
the weight of my body falling from 
{fo great a height; I recovered, but 
knew not how to get out again. 
However, I dug flopes, or fteps 
with my nails, (the Baron’s nails 
were then of forty years growth) and 
eafily accomplifhed at.

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Peace was foon after concluded 
with the Turks, and gaining my 
liberty, left Se. Peterfburgh, at the 
time of that fingular revolution, when 
the emperor in his cradle, his mo- 
ther, the duke of Brunfwick, her 
father, Field-marfhal Munich, and 
many others were fent to Siberia. 
The winter was then fo uncommon- 
ly fevere all over Europe, that ever 
fince the fun feems to be froft-bit- 
ten. At my return to this place, 1 
felt on the road greater inconve- 
niences than thofe I had experienced 

on my fetting out. | 


I travelled poft, and finding my- 
felf in a narrow lane, bid the poftil- 
lien

lion give a fignal with his horn, that 
other travellers might not meet us 
in the narrow paffage. He blew 
with all his might, but his endea- 
vours were in vain. He could not 
make the, horn fpeak, which was 
unaccountable, and rather unfortu- 
nate, for foon after we found our: 
{elves in the prefence of another 
coach coming the other way: there 
was no proceeding ; however, I got 
out of my carriage, and being pretty 
ftrong, placed it, wheels and all upon 


my head; I then jumped over a 

hedge about nine feet high*, (which, 

confidering the weight of the coach, 

was rather difficult) into a field, and 

came out again, by another jump 
* See the plate, 

into 
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into the road beyond the other car- 
riage: I then went back for the 
horfes, and placing one upon my 
head, and the other under my left 
arm, I, by the fame means, brought 
them to my coach*, put-to, and pro- 
ceeded to an inn at the end of our 
{tage. I fhould have told you, that 
the horfe under my arm was very {pi- 
rited, and not above four years old ; 
in making my fecond {pring over 
the hedge, he exprefled great dif- 
like to that violent kind of motion, 
by kicking and fnorting ; however, 
I confined his hind-legs, by put- 
ting them into my _ coat-pocket. 
After we arrived at the inn, my 
poftillion and I refreihed ourfelves ;

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he hung his horn on a peg near 
the kitchen fire: I fat down on the 


m 


other fide. 


Suddenly we heard a Zereng! te- 
veng! teng! teng! We looked round, 
and now found the reafon why the 
poftillion had not been able to found 
his horn. His tunes were frozen up 
in the horn, and came out now by 
thawing, plain enough, and much 
to the credit of the driver, fo that 
the honeft fellow entertained us for 
fome time, with a variety of tunes, 
without putting his mouth to the 
horn. ‘The king of Pruffia’s march 
---Over the hill and over the dale--- 
An evening hymn, and many other 
favourite 
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favourite tunes came out, and the 
thawing entertainment concluded, 
as I fhall this fhort account of my 
Ruffian travels. 


Some travellers are apt to advance 
more than is perhaps ftrittly true; 
if any of the company entertain a 
doubt of my veracity, I fhall only fay 
to fuch unbelievers, I pity. their want 
of faith, and muft requeft they will 
take their leave, before I begin the 
Jecond part of my adventures, which 
are as firiGly founded in fati as thofe 
I have already related. 
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The Baron relates bis adventures on @ 
voyage to North America, which are 
well worth the readers attention. 
— Pranks of a whale.---A fea-gull 
faves a failor’s life.—The Baron's 
bead forced into bis ftomach.—A 
dangerous leak ftopped a pofreriort. 


Embarked- at Portfmouth, in a 
firft-rate Englifh man of war, of 
one hundred guns, and fourteen hun- 
dred men, for North America ;. no- 
thing worth relating happened tll 
Ine: we 
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we arrived within three hundred 
leagues of the river St. Laurence, 
when the fhip ftruck with amazing 
force againft (as we fuppofed) a 
rock ; however, upon heaving the 
lead, we could find no bottom, even 
with three* hundred fathom. What 
made this circumftance the more 
wonderful, and indeed beyond all 
comprehenfion, was, that the violence 
of the fhock was fuch, that we loft 
our rudder, broke our bowfprit. in 
the middle, and fplit all our mafts 
from top to bottom, two of which 
went by the board ; a poor fellow, 


* We apprehend this muft be a miftake, as 
150 fathom is as great a depth as can be 
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who was aloft, furling the main-theet, 
was flung at leaft three leagues from. 
the fhip;.but he fortunately faved 
his life, by laying hold of the tail of. 
a large fea-gull, who, brought him 
back, and lodged. him on the very: 
{pot from whence he was thrown*. 
Another, proof of the violence of the 
fhock,. was the force with which the 
people, between. decks were driven 
againft, the floors above them, my 
head; particularly was preffed into 
my ftomach, where it continued 
fome months, before it recovered its. 
natural fituation. Whilft we were 
allan a ftate of aftonifhment at th 

@enerai.and unaccountable confufion: 

*" See the’ plate. 
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in which we were involved, the whole 
was fuddenly explained, by the ap- 

earance of a large whale, who had 
been bafking afleep, within fixteen 
feet of the furface of the water. This 
animal was fo much difpleafed with 
the difturbance which our fhip had 
eiven him, (for, in our pafflage, we 
had with our rudder fcratched his 
nofe) that he beat in all the gallery, 
and partof the quarter-deck, with his 
tail, and almoft at the fame inftant, 
took the main fheet-anchor, which 
was fufpended, as it ufually is, from 
the head, between his teeth, and ran 
away with the fhip, at leaft, fixty 
leagues, at the rate of twelve leagues 
an hour*, when fortunately the cable

broke, 
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broke, and we loft both the whale 
and the anchor : however, upon our 
return to Europe fome months after, 
we found the fame whale, within a 
few leagues of the fame fpot, floating 
dead upon the water ; it meafured 
above halfa mile in length. As we 
could take but a fmall quantity of 
fuch a monftrous animal on board, 
we got our boats out, and, with 
much difficulty, cut off his head, 
‘where, to our great joy, we found 
the anchor, and above forty fathom 
of the cable, concealed on the left 
fide of his mouth, juft under his 
tongue*. This was the only extra- 


* Perhaps this was the caufe of his death, 
as that fide of his tongue was much {welled, 
with a great degree of inflammation.

ordinary circumftance that happened 
on this voyage. One part of our 
diftrefs I had like to have forgot ; 
while the whale was running away 
with the fhip, fhe fprung a leak, 
and the water poured in fo faft, that 
all our pumps could not keep us 
from finking ; it was, however, my 
good fortune to difcover it firft ; ] 
found it a large hole, about a foot 
diameter. You will: naturally fup--. 
pofe this circumftance gives me in- 
finite pleafure, when I inform you; 
that this noble veffel was preferved 
with all its crew, by a moft. fortu- 
nate thought! In thort, I completely 
filled it with my » without: 
taking off my fmall-clothes, and 


I could: 
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eould have difpenfed with it, had 
it been larger ; nor will you be fur- 
prifed, when | inform you, J am def- 
cended from Dutch * parents. 


My fituation, while I fat there, 
was rather cool, but the carpenter’s 
art feon relieved me. 


* The Baron’s anceftors have but lately 
fettled there: in another part of his adventures, 
he boafts of royal blood. 
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Bathes in the Mediterranean — Meets 
an unexpected companion —Arrives 
unintentionally in the regions of 
heat and darkne/s, from which he

Was once in great danger of 
being loft in a moft fingular man- 
ner in the Mediterranean: I was 
bathing in that pleafant fea, near 
Marfeilles, one fummer’s afternoon, 
when. 
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when I difcovered a very large fiths 
with his jaws quite extended, ap- 
proaching me with the greateft ve- 
locity ; there was no time to be loft, 
nor could I poffibly avoid him. I 
immediately reduced mayfelf to as 
{mall a fize as poffible, by clofing my 
feet, and placing my hands alfo near 
my fides, in which pofition I paffed 
directly between his jaws, and into 
his ftomach; where I remained fome 
time in total darknefs, and comfort- 
ably warm, as you may imagine ; at 
laft it occurred to me, that by giving 
him pain, he would be glad to get 
rid of me: as I had plenty of room 
I played my pranks, fuch as tumb- 
ling, hop, ftep, and jump, &c. but 
nothing 
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nothing feemed. to difturb him fo 
much as the quick motion of my feet 
in attempting to dance a hornpipe; 
foon after I began, he put me out 
by fudden fits and ftarts; I perfe- 
vered, at laft he roared horridly, and 
{tood up, almoft perpendicular in 
the water, with his head and fhoul- 
ders expofed, by which he was dif- 
covered by the people on board an 
Italian trader, then failing by, who 
harpooned him in a few minutes ; as 
foon as he was brought on board, I 
heard the crew confulting how they 
fhould cut him up, fo as to preferve 
the greateft quantity of oil; as I 
underftood Italian, I was in moft 
dreadful apprehenfions, left their 
weapons 
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weapons employed in this bufinefs 
fhould deftroy' me alfo; therefore 
1 ftood. as near the centre as poffi- 
ble, for there was room enough for a 
dozen men in this creature’s ftomach ; 
and I naturally imagined they would 
begin with thé’ extremities + how- 

ever, my fears were foon difperfed ; 
for they began by opening the bot- 
tom of the belly. As foon as [ per-

led out luftily, to be releaiea tf fom a 
fituation in which I was now almoit 
fuffocated.

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After taking fome refrefhment, 
and jumping into the fea to cleanfe 
myfelf, Ifwam to my clothes, which 
lay where I had left them on the 
fhore. As nearasI can calculate, I 
was near four hours and a half con- 
fined in the ftomach of this animal.

HEN I was in the fervice of 
the Turks I frequently amufed 
myfelf in a pleafure barge on the 


Marmora, which commands a view 


G2 of 
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of the whole city of Conftantinople, 
including the Grand Seignior’s fe- 
raglio. One morning, as I was 
admiring the beauty and ferenity of 
the fky; IT obferved a globular fub- 
{tance in the air, which appeared to 
be about the fize\ of :a: twelve-inch 
globe, with fomething . fufpended 
from. it. I immediately’ took: up 
my. largeft .and longefh, barrel fowl- 
ine-piece, which [never travel or 
make even an excurfion without, if 
I can help its;:L.charged 1t with 
ball, and fired it at the globe, but 
to no purpofe; the object was at 
too great a diftance; =} then put ‘in 
a double quantity-of powder, and 
five or fix balls; this fecond attempt 
fucceeded ; 
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fucceeded; all the balls took effect, 
and tore one fide open, and brought 
it down. Judge my furprize, when 
a moit elegant gilt car, with a man 
in it, and part of a fheep, which 
feemed to have been roatted, fell 
within two yards of me; when my 
aftonifhment had in fome degree 
fubfided, I ordered my people to row 
clofe to this ftrange aerial traveller. 

I took him on board my barge; 
(he was a native of France) he was 
much indifpofed from his fudden

air, and if it had not been fired 
at, and rent in the manner before-.

The Grand Seignior, to whom I 
was introduced. by the Imperial, 
Ruffian, and French ambafiadors, 
employed me to negociate a matter 
of great importance at Grand Cairo, 
and which was-of: ae a nature, that 
it muft ever remain a fecret. 


I went there in great ftate by land, 


where having completed the bufi- 
nefs, I difmiffed almoft all my atten- 
dants,and returned likea private gen- 
tleman: the wéather was delightful, 
and that famous river the Nile was 
beautiful. beyond all defcription; in 
fhort, 
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thort, I was tempted to hire a barge, 
to defcend by water to Alexandria. 
On the third day of my voyage the 
river began to rife moft amazingly 
(you have all heard, I prefume of the 
annual overflowing of the Nile), and 
on the next day it {pread the whole 
country for many leagues on each 
fide! On the fifth, at fun-rife, my 
barge became entangled with what 
I at firft took for fhrubs, but as the 
light became ftronger, I found my- 
felf furrounded by ‘almonds, which 
were perfectly ripe, and in the 
higheft perfection * ; upon plumbing 
with aline, my people found we were 
at leaft fixty feet from the ground, 
and unable to advance or retreat ; 


* See the plate, 
about 
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about eight or nine o’clock, as near 
as I could judge by the altitude of 
the fun, the wind rofe fuddenly, and 
canted our barge on one fide; here 
fhe filled, and I faw no more of her 
for fome time; fortunately we all 
faved ourfelves (fix men and two 
boys) by clinging to the tree, the 
boughs of which were equal to 
our weight, though not to that of 
the barge: in this fituation we con- 
tinued fix weeks and three days, 
living upon the almonds! I need 
not inform you we had plenty of 
water. On the forty-fecond day of 
our diftrefs, the water fell as rapidly 
as it had rifen, and on the forty-fixth 
we were able to venture down upon 
terra 


Qur barge, was the firft 
pleafing object. we ifaw, about two 
hundred yards from the {pot -whereé 
fhe funk. After, drying every thing 
that was.ufeful, by the heat of the 
fun, and loading ourfelves with ne- 
ceffaries from the ftores on, board; 
we fet out to recover-our loft ground, 
and found by. the neareft. caicula- 
tion, we had been carried over. gar- 
den-walls, and variety of inclolures, 
above 150 miles. In four days, 
after a very tirelome journey on foot, 
‘with thin, fhoes, we reached the river,

which was now confined to‘its ban 
related .our adventures to a Bey, 
who. kindly accommodated’.all our 
wants, and fent us. forward ina’

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barge of hisown. In fix days more 
we arrived at Alexandria, where we 
took fhipping for Conftantinople. J 
was received kindly by the Grand 
Seignior, had the honour of feeing 
the feraglio, to which his Highnefs 
introduced me himfelf, and pre- 
fented me with as many ladies, his 
wives not. excepted, as | thought 
proper to felect for my own, amufe- 
ment, and half a dozen friends alfo.

URING the late stece of Gin- 
RALTAR I went with a provi- 
fon-fleet under Lorp Ropney’s 


command 


es Be 


command to fee my old friend Gz- 
NERAL Exrorr, who has, by his 
diftinguifhed defence of that place, 
acquired laurels that can never fade. 
After the ufual joy which generally 
attends the meeting of old friends 
had fubfided, I went to examine the 
ftate of the garrifon, and view the 
operations of the enemy, for which 
purpofe the General accompanied 
me. I had brought a moft excel- 
lent refracting telefcope with me 
from London, purchafed of Dol- 
land, by the help of which I found 
the enemy were going to difcharge 
a thirty-fix pounder at the {pot 
where we ftood. I told the General 
what they were about; he looked

through the glafs alfo, and found 

my dette right.. I immedi- 
ately, by his permiffion, ordered 4 
forty-eight pounder to be brought 
from a neighbouring battery, which 
{ placed with fo much exaénefs 

(having long ftudied the art of gun- 


nery) that I was fure of my mark. 


I continued watching the enemy till 
I faw the match placed at the touch- 
hole of their piece; at that very in- 
{tant I gave the fignal for our gun to 
be fired alfo. About midway be- 
tween the two pieces of cannon the 
balls ftruck each other with amaz zing 
force, and the effeét was aftonifhing:! 
The enemy’s ball recoiled back with 
fuch 
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fuch violence as to kill the man who 
had difcharged it, by carrying his 
head fairly off, with fixteen others, 
which it met with in its progrefs to 
the BARBARY COAST, where its force, 
after pafling through three matfts of 
veffels, that then lay in a line behind 
each, other in the harbour, was fo 
much fpent, that it only broke its. 
way through the roof of a poor la- 
bourer’s. hut, about two hundred 
yards inland, and deftroyed the few 
teeth. an.old woman had left, who lay 
afleep upon her back with her mouth 
open; the ball lodged in her throat: 
her: hufband foon after came home,, 
and endeavoured to extract it, but 
finding that impracticable, by the 
EER affiftance 
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affiftance of a rammer: he forced: it 
into her ftomach, from whence it was 
difcharged downwards ina natural 
way. Our ball did excellent fervice, 
for it not only repelled the other in 
the manner juft deferibed, but pro- 
ceeding as I intended it fhould, it 
difmounted the very piece of cannon 
that had been. juft employed again 
us, and forced it into the hold of the 
fhip, where it fell with fo much force 
as to break its way through: the bot- 
tom. The fhip immediately filled 
and funk, with aboye a thoufand 
Spanith. failors on board, befides 

a conliderable number’ of foldiers, 

This, to be fure, was a moft extra. 

ordinary exploit: I will not, how- 


ever, 
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ever, take the whole merit to my- 
felf; my judgment was the princi- 
pal engine, but chance affifted: me a 
little ; for I afterwards found, that 
the man who charged our forty- 
eight pounder put in, by miftake, a 
double quantity of powder, elfe we 
could never have fucceeded fo much 
beyond all expectation, efpecially in 
repelling the enemy’s. ball. 


General Eliott would ‘have given 
me a commiffion for this fingular 
piece of fervice, but I declined every 
thing, except his thanks, which I re- 
ceived at a crowded table of officers 
at fupper on the evening of that 
very day. 

As 
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As Lamvery partial to the Englith,, 
who are beyond all doubt a brave 
people, I determined not to take my 
leave of the garrifon. till I had ren- 
dered them another piece of fervice; 
and in about three weeks an oppor- 
tunity prefented itlelf. I dreffed my- 
felf in the habit ef a Popi/h Prie/t,, 
and about one o'clock in the morn— 
ing {tole out of the garrifon, paffed 
the enemy’s lines, and arrived in the 
middle of their camp, where I en-. 
tered the tent in which the Prince 
d’Artois was, with the commander 
in chief, and feveral other officers, 
in deep council, concerting a plan. 
to ftorm the garrifon next morning.. 
My difguife was my protection ; they 
fuffered. 
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fuffered me to continue there, hear- 
ing every thing that paffed, till they 
went to their feveral beds; when [I 
found the whole camp, and even 
the centinels, were wrapped up in 
the arms of Morpheus, I began my 
work, which was that of difmount- 
ing all their cannon (above three 
hundred pieces) from forty-eight to 
twenty-four pounders, and throwing 
them three leagues. into the fea. 
Having no affiftance, I found this the 
hardeft tafk I ever undertook, except 
fwimming to the oppofite fhore with 
the famous Turkifh ptece of ord- 
nance, defcribed by Baron Torr in 
his Memoirs, which I fhall hereafter 
mention, I then piled all the car- 
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riages together in the centre of the 
camp, which, to prevent the noife 
of the wheels being heard, I carried 
in pairs under my arms; and a 


noble appearance they made, as 
high at leaft as the rock of Gibral- 
tar. J then lighted a match, by 
ftriking a flint-ftone, fituated twen- 
ty feet from the ground, (in an old 
wall, built by the Moors, when they 
invaded Spain,) with the breech of 
an iron eight-and-forty pounder, and 
{o fet fire to the whole pile, I for- 
got to inform you, that I threw all 
their ammunition waggons upon 
the top. 


Before I applied the lighted match, 
I had laid the combuftibles at the 
bottom, 
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bottom, fo judicioufly, that the whole 
was ina blaze in a moment. To 
prevent fufpicion, I was one of the 
firft to exprefs my furprize. The 
whole camp was, aS you may 1ma- 
gine, petrified with aftonifhment ; 
the general conclufion’ was, that 
their centinels had been bribed, and 
that feven or eight regiments of the 
garrifon had been employed in this 
horrid deftruction of their artillery. 
Mr. Drinkwater, in his account of 
this famous fiege, mentions the ene- 
my fuftaining a great lofs by a fire, 
which happened in their camp, but 
never knew the caufe: how fhould 
he? as I never divulged it before, 
(though I alone faved Gibraltar, by 
this 
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this night’s bufinefs); not. even to 
General Eliott. The count D’ Ar- 
tois, and all. his attendants, ran a- 
way in their fright, and_never ftop- 
ped on. the road till they reached 
Paris, which they did in about .a 
fortnight; this dreadful conflagration 
had fuch an effeét upon them, that 
they were incapable of taking the 
leaft refrefhment for three months 
after, but cameleon-like, lived upon 


the air. 


Tf any gentleman in.company will 
fay be doubts the truth.of this frory, L£ 
will fine him a gallon. of brandy, and 
make him drink. it, at.one draught, 
aye, and fwallow. the. bottle or bowl 
be drinks it out of likewv/e. 


About 
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About two months after I had 
done the befieged this fervice, one 
morning, as I fat at breakfaft with 
General Eliott, a fhell (for I had 
not time to deftroy their mortars, as 
well as their cannon) entered the 
apartment we were fitting in; it lod- 
ged upon our table; the general, 
as moit men would do, quitted the 
room directly, but I took it up be- 
fore it burft, and carried it to the 
top of the rock, when looking over 
the enemy’s camp, on an eminence 
near the fea-coaft, I obferved a con- 
fiderable number of: people, but 
could not, with my naked eye, dif- 
cover how they were employed. I 


had recourfe again to my telefcope, 
I when 
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when I found that two of our offi- 
cers, one a general, the other a co- 
lonel,. with whom I had fpent the 
preceding evening, and who went 
out into the enemy’s camp about 
midnight as fpies, were taken, and 
then were actually going to be ex- 
ecuted on a gibbet. I found the 
diltance too great to throw the fhell 

vith my hand, but moft fortunately 
recollecting that I had the very fling 
in my pocket, which affifted David 
in flaying Goliah, I placed the fhell 
in it, and immediately threw it in 

the midft of them; it burft as it fell, 
and deftroyed all prefent, except 
the two culprits, who were faved 
by being fufpended fo high, for 
they 


they were juft turned off: however, 
one of the pieces of the fhell flew 
with fuch force againft the foot of 
the gibbet, that it immediately 
brought it down. Our two friends 
no fooner felt terra firma, than they 
looked about for the caufe, and 
finding their guards, executioner and 
all, had taken it in their heads to 
die firft, they direétly extricated 
each other from their difgraceful 
cords, and then ran down to the fea 
fhore, feized a Spanifh boat with 
two men in it, and made them row 
to one of our fhips, which they did 
with great fafety; and ina few mi- 

nutes after, when I was relating to 

General Eliott how I had acted, 
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they both took us by the hand, and 
after mutual congratulations, 
retired to fpend the day with 
tivity.

viz. the fpot where Noah’s ark was 
built, and where it refted after the 
flood!

She had often heard him 
fpeak of this fling, as: his moft valu- 
able treafure: this fhe ftofe the night 
they parted ; it was miffed before 
fhe got out’ of his dominions,. and

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by ufing it herfelf, fhe hit the firft 


of them, (for one was more active 


in the purfuit than the reft,) where 
David did Goliah, and killed him 
on the fpot: his companions were 
fo alarmed at his fall, that they re- 
tired, and left Uriah’s wife to pur- 
fue her journey ; fhe took with her, 
I fhould have informed you before, 
her favourite fon, by this conneétion, 
to whom fhe bequeathed the fling ; 
and thus it has, without interruption, 
defcended from father to fon, till it 
came into my pofleffion. One of its 
poffeffors, my. great great great 
grandfather, who lived .about two: 
hundred.and fifty years ago, was upon 
a vifitin England, and became in-:

fpeare: he frequently borrowed this 
fling, and with it killed fo much of 
the king’s venifon, that he narrowly 
efcaped the fate of my two friends at 
Gibraltar. Poor Shakefpeare was 
imprifoned, and my anceftor obtain- 
ed his freedom in a very fingular 
manner. Queen Elizabeth was then 
on the throne, but grown fo indo- 
lent, that every trifling matter was 
become a trouble to her; drefiing,. 
undrefing, eating, drinking, and 
fome other offices, which fhall be 
namelefs, made life a burthen.to her: 
all: thefe things he enabled her to 
do without, or by a deputy! and 
what 


what do you think was the only _re- 
turn fhe could prevail upon him toac- 
cept for fuch eminent fervices ?—Set- 
ting Shakefpeare at liberty. Such was 
his affection for that famous writer, 
that he would have fhortened his own

I donot hear that any of the queen’s 
fubjects, particularly the decf-eaters, 
as they are vulgarly called to this 
day, however they might be ftruck 
with the novelty at the time, much 
approved of her living totally with- 
out food.

My 
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My father, who was the immedi- 
ate poffefior of this fling before me, 
told me the following anecdote. 


He was walking by the fea-fhore 
at Harwich, with this fling in his 
pocket; before his paces had cover- 
eda mile he was attacked by a fierce 
animal calleda fea-horfe, open mouth- 
ed, who ran at him with great fury 5 
he hefitated a moment, then took out 
his fling, retreated back about a hun-- 
dred yards,ftooped for a couple of peb- 
bles, of which there were plenty un- 
der his feet, and flung them both 
fo dexteroufly at the animal, that each 
ftone put out an eye, and lodged in 
the 
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the cavities which their removal had 


occafioned. He now got upon his 
back, and drove him into the fea; 
for the moment he loft his fight he 
loft alfo his ferocity, and became as 
tame as poffible : the fling was placed 
as a bridle in his mouth; he was 
guided with the greateft facility a- 
crofs the ocean, and in lefs than three 
hours they both arrived on the op- 
pofite fhore, which is about thirty 
leagues. ‘The mafter of the Three 
Cups, at Helvoetiluys, in Holland, 
purchafed this marine-horfe to make 
an exhibition of, for feven hundred 
ducats, which was upwards of three 
hundred pounds, and the next day my 
father 
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father paid his paffage back in the 
packet to Harwich.

Some people have very illiberally 
reported, that Captain Phipps did 
not proceed as far as he might have 
done upon that expedition.

menfe quantity of bear-fkins and 
hams, after which it would have 
been madnefs to have attempted 
to 
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to proceed further, as we were 
now fcarcely able to combat a 
brifk gale, much lefs thofe moun- 
tains of ice which lay in the higher 
latitudes. 


The captain has fince often ex- 
prefied a diffatisfaction that he had 
no fhare in the honours of that day, 
which he emphatically called the 
bear-kin day.

ing from his horfe (for the Pope 
always rides on horfeback upon 
thefe occafions) he went into her 
ftall, and eat every oyfter fhe had 
there, and afterwards retired into the 
cellar, where fhe had a few more.

‘ On my arrival, fays my father, 
at Helvoetfluys, I was obferved 
to breathe with fome difficulty ; 
upon the inhabitants enquiring in- 
to the caufe, I informed them 
that the animal upon whofe back 
I rode from Harwich acrofs to 
their fhore did not fwim! fuch 1s 
their peculiar form and difpofition, 
that they cannot float or move upon 
the furface ofthe water; heran with 
incredible fwiftnefs upon the fands, 
from fhore to fhore, driving fith

« jin millions before him, many of 
“ which were quite different from 
“ any I had yet feen, carrying their 
“ heads at the extremity of their 
“rails. I ecroffed, continued he, one 
“ prodigious range of rocks, equal

“ variety of tall, noble trees, loaded 
‘¢ with marine fruit, fuch as lobfters, 
“ crabs, oyfters, fcollops, mufcles,

‘jefs than a porter’s! all thofe

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which are brought on fhore, and

fold in our markets, are of an in- 
ferior dwarf kind, or properly 
waterfals, 7. e. fruit fhook off the 
branches of the tree it grows upon 
by the motion of the water, as 
thofe in our gardens are by that 
of the wind! the lobfter-trees ap- 
peared the richeft, but the crab 
and oyfters were the talleft. The 
perrywinkle is a kind of fhrub ; 
it grows at the foot of the oyfter- 
tree, and twinesround it; as the ivy 
does the oak. I obferved the ef 
fects of feveral accidents by fhip- 
wreck, &c. particularly a fhip that 
had been wrecked by ftriking 
againft a mountain’ or rock, 
Tne 
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the top of which lay within three 
fathom of the furface. As fhe 
funk, fhe fell upon her fide, and 
forced a very large lobfter-tree 
out of its place. It was in the 
{fpring, when the lobfters were 
very young, and many of them 
being feparated by the violence of 
the fhock, they fell upon a crab- 
tree, which was growing below 
them ; they have, like the farina 
slants, united, and produced a 
fifh refembline both. I endea- 
voured to bring one with me, but 
it was too cumberfome, and my 
falt-water Pegafus feemed much 
difpleafed at. every attempt to 
{top his career, whilft I continued 
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tain of rocks that lay about mid- 
way the paffage, at leaft five hun- 
dred fathom below the furface of 
the fea, and began to find the want 
of alr inconvenient, therefore I 
had no inclination to prolong the 
time; add to this, my fituation 
was in other refpects very unplea- 
fant; I met many large fifh, who 
were, if I could judge by their 
open mouths, mot only able, but 
really wifhed to devour us; now, 
as my Rofinante was blind, I had 
thefe hungry gentlemens attempts 
to guard againft, in addition to 


my other difficulties.

rived in half an hour ! Having no 
further oceafion for thefe wings, I 
made them a prefent to the go- 
vernor of Dover Caftle, where 
they are now exhibited to the cu- 
rious. 


As to the prifoners, and the 
Frenchmen who guarded them, 
they did not wake till they had 
been near two hours in Dover 
Pier. The moment the Englifh- 
men underftood their fituation, they 
changed places with their guard, 
amd took back what they had been

inform you, that each of their wings 
are as wide, and fix times the length 
of the main-fheet of our veffel, which 
was about fix hundred tons burthen. 
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Thus, inftead of riding upon horfes, 
as we do in this world, the inhabitants 
of the moon (for we now found we 
were in madam Luna) fly about on 
thefe birds. The king we found 
was engaged in a war with the SUN, 
and he offered me a commiffion, 
but I declined the honour his Ma- 
jefty intended me. 


Every thing in this world is of 
extraordinary magnitude; a common 
flea being much larger than one of 
our fheep: in making war, their 
principal weapons are radifhes, which 
are ufed as darts; thofe who are 
wounded by them, die immediately. 
Their fhields are made of mufh- 
rooms, 
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rooms, and their darts (when radiihes 
are out of feafon) of the tops of af- 
paragus. Some of the natives of the 
dog-itar are to be feen here ; commerce 
tempts them to ramble; their faces 
are like large maftiffs, with their 
eyes near the lower end or tip of their 
nofes; they have no eye-lids, but 
cover their eyes with the end of their 
tongues when they go to fleep; they 
are generally twenty feet high: as 
to the natives of the moon, none of 
them are lefs in ftature than thirty- 
fix feet, or more; they are not called 
the human fpecies, but the cooking 
animals, for they all drefs their food 
by fire, as we do, but lofe no time at 


their meals, as they open their left 
fide,

fide, and place the whole quantity 


at once in their ftomach, then fhut 
it again, till the fame day in the 
next month ; for they never indulge 
themfelves with food more than 
twelve times in a year, or once a 
month ; all but gluttons and epicures. 
mutt prefer this method to ours. 


There is but one fex either of the 
cooking or any other animals in the 
moon ; they are all produced from: 
trees of various fizes and foliage; that 
which produces the cooking animal, 
er human fpecies, 1s much more 
beautiful than any of the others; it 
has large ftrait boughs, and flefh 
coloured leaves, and the fruit it pro- 
duces 
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duces are nuts or pods, withhard fhells, 


i: 

at leaft two yards long; when they be- 
come ripe, which is known from their 
changing colour, they are gathered 
with ereat care, and laid by as long 
as they think proper: when they 
choofe to produce the feed of thefe 
nuts, they throw them into a large 
cauldron of. boiling water, which 
opens the fhells in a few hours, and 


out jumps the animal. 


Nature forms their minds for diffe- 
rent purfuits before they come into 
the world; from one fhell comes 
forth a warrior, from another a phi- 
lofopher, from a third a divine, from 
a fourth a lawyer, from a fifth a far- 
mer 
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mer, froma fixth a clown, &c. &c. 
and each of them immediately begin 
to perfect themfelves, by practifing 
what they before knew only in theory. 


When they grow old they do not 
die, but turn into air, and diffolve 
like fmoke! as for their drink, they 
need none, the only evacuations they 
have are infenfible, and by their 
breath.

The ftones of their grapes are ex- 
aétly like hail; and, I am perfectly 
fatisfied, that when a ftorm or high 
wind in the Moon fhakes their vines, 
and breaks the grapes from the 
{talks, the ftones fall down, and form 
our 
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eur hail-fhowers. 1. would advite 
thofe who are of my*opinion to faye 
a quantity of thofe ftones when it 
hails next, and make Lunarian wine. 
It is common beverage at Saint 
Luke’s. Some material circumftan- 
ces I had nearly omitted. They put 
their bellies to the fame ufe we do a 
fack, and throw whatever they have 
eccafion for into it, for they can fhut 
and open it again when they pleate, 
as they do their ftomachs; they are 
not troubled with bowels, liver, heart, 
or any other inteftines, neither are 
they incumbered with clothes, nor is 
there any part of their bodies unfeem- 
ly, or indecent to exhibit. 
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
